Bow Valley Church Marks 
50 Years of Progress 


A man may make mistakes, but 
he isn’t a failure until he starts 
blaming someone else. 


The Bow Valley Church of the 
Brethren at Arrowwood celebrat¬ 
ed its 50th anniversary Sunday, 
Nov. 19, 1967 with a worship ser¬ 
vice and open house following. 
Rev. Willard McDaniel of Minot, 
North Dakota was guest speaker. 
He had served the church from 
1950 to 1960. The church was fill¬ 
ed to capacity with people coming 
from a distance to celebrate and 
reminiscence over the years. Con¬ 
gratulations and best wishes were 
received and read from those too 
far away to attend. 

Dr. Shamberger held worship 
services in the homes and in the 
East Arrowwood School, two miles 
east and one mile south of town 
on the land now owned by Leigh 
Williams, as early as 1913. The 
church was built and dedicated 
Oct. 21, 1917 at an approximate 
cost of $6,200 with all labor being 
donated. The original site was up 
on the hill where the cemetery is 
located. In 1925 the decision was 
made to move the church into the 
village and this moving process 
took about a year. 

For several years the church was 
served by the free ministry. 
Among some of the early pastors 
who served the church were 
Luther Shatto, Joe Weddle, Noah 
Garast, John Brubaker, F. E. 
Pobst and the Stern brothers. The 
first paid pastor was Rodney Mar¬ 
tin followed by Leo Miller, Homer 
Caskey, John Wieand, John 
Brubaker, Grace Brubaker, Gene 
Gnagy, Martin Krieger, Mel Mc- 
Cune, Willard McDaniel, Bob 


Winkle, H. D. Michael and the pre¬ 
sent pastor Glen Harmon. The 
church has been n steady source 
of spiritual service to the com¬ 
munity all these years.

Russia Is Best 
Grain Customer 

Russia was Canada's best grain 
customer last year, taking 93.3 
million bushels of wheat, accord¬ 
ing to the Board of Directors’ re¬ 
port to the 45th Annual Meeting 
of Alberta Wheat Pool delegates, 
now in progress in Calgary. 

Total Canadian wheat exports 
for tihe season were 517.2 million 
bushels, down some 63 million 
from the high of a year ago, but 
still the third highest shipment on 
record. Total flour and grain ex¬ 
ports, which include wheat, oats, 
barley, rye, flax and rapeseed, 
amounted to 614.5 million bushels. 

Mainland China was the second 
highest importer of Canadian grain 
with purchases of 90.5 million 
bushels. Japan (88.2 million 
bushels) and Britain (87.1 million 
bushels) were the next best cus¬ 
tomers in 1966-67 and India was 
the fifth largest, with purchases 
of 43.5 million bushels of wheat 
and wheat flour, the report said.

...where medical 
aid would come from 
if your community 
should suffer a 
disaster? 



Disasters can range from a 
nuclear attack to a multi-car 
highway accident, from a 
flood to an industrial explo¬ 
sion, but all have one thing 
in common: the immediate 
and vital need for medical 
supplies and equipment. To 
make sure that the required 
equipment and personnel are 
on hand when needed is the 
responsibility of the Emer¬ 
gency Health Services of the 
Alberta Department of 
Health. Twenty two-hundred 
bed emergency hospitals, 
packaged and ready to be 
transported and erected 
wherever needed, are being 
strategically stored in the 
province by this agency. 
These units are designed to 
replace bed and medical 
facilities which might be des¬ 
troyed in a nuclear attack, 
and to supplement inadequate 
local facilities in the event of 
major civil disaster. Advan¬ 
ced Treatment Centres are 
also maintained by the Emer¬ 
gency Health Services to 
provide first life-saving tech- - 
niques and patient-sorting 
following a nuclear attack 
Each large city hospital has 
disaster teams which would 
assist local medical personnel 
if required during a large 
disaster outside Calgary and 
Edmonton. To further supple¬ 
ment emergency equipment 
available locally, twenty 
Casualty Collecting Units 
have been divided into thirds, 
providing 60 municipalities 
throughout the province with 
stretchers, blankets, first aid 


supplies, burn dressings and 
water bottles. The distribu¬ 
tion and use of all this equip¬ 
ment, which is supplied by 
the federal government, is 
controlled by the Emergency 
Health Services, working with 
the Alberta Emergency Mea¬ 
sures Organization. 

... what type of 
recreation program 
would be best for. 
your community? 

There’s no need to wonder 
about it; many specific ans¬ 
wers are available through a 
Recreation Interests Inven¬ 
tory. The Recreation Branch 
of the Alberta Department 
of Youth, through the area 
consultants can provide gui¬ 
dance and assistance in this 
inventory. Any interested 
community can request that 
an inventory be carried out 
in their area and the Branch 
may assist in developing the 
questionnaires and in supply¬ 
ing the personnel to co-ordin¬ 
ate the project and to evalu¬ 
ate the answers, at the cost 
to the community of materials 
only. To further aid in 
setting up a comprehensive 
recreation service, the Branch 
assists in surveying the physi¬ 
cal facilities available; (i.e. 
schools, community centres, 
campgrounds, sport fields, 
playgrounds) as well as pre¬ 
sent programs. The final 
evaluation of the complete 
findings of the assessment 
is submitted to the local 
Recreation authority for their 
decision. The Recreation 
authority then may request 
further advice and, if neces¬ 
sary, financial assistance from 
the Recreation Branch.

Qualified Alberta manufact¬ 
uring firms, unable to obtain 
sufficient financial assistance 
from other sources, can apply 
to the Alberta Commercial 
Corporation for the funds 
they need to build up inven¬ 
tories of raw materials or 
standard co> >nent parts. 
The Corporation will pur¬ 
chase the material in quantity, 
arrange for storage and re¬ 
lease it for cash payment as 
it is required. Funds are also 
made available to qualified 
manufacturers who require 
production equipment or land 
and buildings to enlarge their 
facilities. Firms applying 
for assistance from the Al¬ 
berta Commercial Corpora¬ 
tion also receive expert guid¬ 
ance and direction to those 
government agencies which 
can best advise them on such 
matters as markets and na¬ 
tural resources. 

... how, today, fewer 
farms are producing 

more fo od? _ 

Partly because, today, the' 
principles of engineering are 
being applied to the practice 
of agriculture. Alberta far¬ 
mers have the assistance of 
trained agricultural engineers 
in producing the largest 
quantity of food with the 
least number of man hours. 
Working through the offi¬ 
ces of District Agriculturists 
the Agricultural Engineering 
Branch of the Extension and 
Colleges Division, Alberta 
Department of Agriculture, 


offers help in such forms as 
plans for livestock buildings; 
advice on installation of pri¬ 
vate water systems and water 
treatment plants, sewage dis¬ 
posal and electrical installa¬ 
tions, drainage of farm lands, 
gully filling and conservation. 
They aid in planning new 
farmsteads for maximum 
mechanization to reduce time 
and work in operations like 
feed handling, manure dis¬ 
posal and bulk storage of 
fertilizer. Tractor mainten¬ 
ance schools and field days 
held by the Branch also help 
teach those engineering ideas 
which have played a major 
role in making agriculture 
one of Alberta’s most effi¬ 
cient industries.

Alberta’s animal representa¬ 
tives at the "Royal” live in 
style and comfort from the 
moment they become part of 
the province's display until 
they return home again, with 
feed and bedding provided 
by the Alberta Department 
of Agriculture. In addition, 
the Department co-ordinates 
with the Breed Association, 
the selection of animals to be 
entered, arranges with the 
railway for rolling stock, out¬ 
fits the cars, correlates load¬ 
ing times and locations and 
pays freight costs, 75 per cent 
of which are reimbursed by 
the federal government. The 


province supplies assistance 
to exhibitors for this occasion 
because this is the only 
agricultural fair in Canada 
considered to be national in 
scope. 

... why all Alberta 
movies are classified! 

OOQC OQOOOQOC 


Classification of motion pic¬ 
tures shown in Alberta is a 
method of advising movie¬ 
goers throughout the prov¬ 
ince as to what kind of 
entertainment they can ex¬ 
pect when they “go to the 
show”. Advertising for any 
movie must bear the classifi¬ 
cation which has been assign¬ 
ed to it by the provincial 
Board of Censors so that 
everyone will be aware of the 
type of picture it is. There 
are three classifications; 
"Family” — movies to which 
even the youngest children 
are admitted unaccompanied. 
"Adult” — restricts admis¬ 
sion to people over age 16 
unless accompanied by a 
parent or bona fide guardian, 
usually due to frightening, 
violent or sexual themes. 
Such films may be seen by 
children but an adult must 
be available to provide 
explanations if they are 
required. “Restricted Adult” 
— allows admission only to 
theatre-goers over age 18. 
This classification allows films 
with controversial themes to 
be seen by adults and warns 
patrons with special sensi¬ 
tivities that the subject matter 
may offend them. “Restricted 
Adult” films are not permit¬ 
ted at drive-in theatres.

A candlelight wedding was 
solemnized In St. Mark’s Anglican 
Church, Calgary, at seven o'clock 
on Saturday, Oct. 14, 1967, when 
Valerie Joan, daughter of Mr.
